1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 24, 34, 40, and 41 are allowable because the Prior Art of record fails to show or 
render obvious allocating levels of network communication QoS individual ones of the 
applications of the service provider in response to the QoS request by evaluating at a network 
service manger of the communications network the QoS that is available in the 
communication network and by allocating form the network service manger a level of 
network communication QoS to a particular one of the applications of the service provider in 
response to a QoS request for the particular application and the evaluation of the QoS 
available in the communication network and manager, at the network service manager, 
network communication QoS that is provided by the communication network to network 
communication form the individual application of the service provider in response to the 
network communication QoS levels allocated to the respective individual applications in 
combinations set forth in the respective claims and on the remarks dated December 10, 2008 
in particular that prior art references does not disclose or suggest that the communication 
network carries out either the allocation function or the management function.
